Urges Diversified 
Farming For | 
The ‘Prairies 


WINNIPEG. — Why did Canada, 
with her rich prairie farming areas 
have to import wool, butter, eggs, 
poultry and meats in 1951? 

This question was raised by Leslie 
Hancock, district supervisor of live- 
stock marketing, federal agriculture 
department, at a luncheon meeting 
of the Manitoba Land Inspectors’ as- 
sociation. _. 

Up to 1951 ‘Canaila had a surplus 
of beef as well as grains, said Mr. 
Hancock, :Last year, however, beef 
and beef cattle were imported into 
Canada “for the/first_time in my ex- 
sperience.” 

In Manitoba 14 per cent. fewer 
cattle’ were marketed and’ 23 per 
cent. fewer calves than in the previ- 
ous year, said the district supervisor. 

“In spite of the belief that there 
is a surplus of pork in this country, 
we even imported sqme bacon last 
year,” he continued. 

Too many farms had no cattle, 
sheep, hogs or poultry. On some 
farms there were only a few weeks 
of work in the spring and a few 
weeks again in the fall. 
farming.” 

On the shelves of Winnipeg stores, 
said Mr. Hancock, you could find 
corned beef from Uruguay, .mutton 
from Argentina, sausages from Den- 
mark, . beef loaf ‘from Australia, 
shepherd’s pie from Britain and a 
similar product from Ireland. 

The public appeal to prairie farm- 
ers to grow more livestock has not 
been. successful so far, said the 
Speaker. “Perhaps we didn’t stop to 
think of the requirements of the in- 
dividual farmér,”

Good Seed for This Year 


By C. A. Weir, District Supervisor, 
Plant Products Division, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture 


There are three factors that gov- 
ern the desirability of any stock 


of seed. These are, its purity as to 


Variety, its freedom from weed 


seed infestation and its ability to 


grow and produce healthy vigor- 
ous plants in the field. While the 


first two points mentioned are 


highly important in this and every 
year, the - third point assumes 
greater importance than usual this 
year. 


This season the germinating ab- 
ility of seed stocks is more uncer- 
tain than has usually been the 
case. Several types of damage have 
occurred. Much seed suffered frost 
damage and great quantities of 
crop were-cut when immature-and 
because of weather conditions ne- 
ver did have an opportunity to 
dry and “after ripen” thoroughly. 
Most of such material was thresh- 
ed with a high moisture content 
and has been stored in such a man- 
ner that it has had no opportunity 
to dry. 


Before it is ready to germinate 
rapidly and strongly seed should 
have dried in the field for a period 
so that the “after ripening” pro- 
cess is complete. If threshed in the 
fall after agwarm dry ‘period and 
| otherwise ufdamaged it will usu- 
ally germinate satisfactorily. This 
season much seed has also suffered 
from frost damage. This will also 
lower ‘the germination. If the frost 
damage was ‘severe it may have 
destroyed the germination com- 
pletely. 

Tough or damp grain ‘isusily 
will~not’ germinate satisfactorily 
until it. has been dried in fairly 
warm temperature. 


Some helpful measures may be 


taken by the grower to improve 
the condition of tough seed prior 
to planting. Not’ enough is known 
about artificial drying of seed to 
make recommendations except to 
say that if such a method is fol- 
lowed the seed should be dried 
slowly. at temperatures not much 
above those of a hot summer’s day. 

Movement of. the seed will help 
to some extent. To shovel it over 
on a mild day, and to spread’ it 


moderately thinly ina dry granary’ 


will help reduce the moisture con- 
tent arid likely help to, break the 
dormancy that damp or ‘tough seed 
has. ‘ 


‘Seed that is very damp, or that 
has been heavily frozen will. pro- 
bably not be satisfactory at all. If 
planted ‘it is unlikely to produce a 


good field stand. 


The logical procedure: is to test 
each lot of seed for germination, 
and’ if the results are below 75 per 
cent to endeavor to secure a better 

stock.

Foot and Mouth Disease 


Any owner of cattle who may 
suspect foot and mouth disease in 
his herd should report to the auth- 
orities immediately. The. report 
may be ‘made at the nearest Health 
of Animals Division inspector, lo-’ 
cal veterinarian, Veterinary Ser- 
vices Branch of the. Alberta Dept. 
of Agriculture,’ Edmonton, or to 
the nearest district ‘agriculturist. 


Under no circumstances should 
an owner call. his neighbors over 
to see a suspected case, warns Dr. 
f£. E. Ballantyne, Director of Vet- 
erinary Services. Nor should he 
bring in his car a head, tongue or 
other parts of the, suspected. ani- 
mal to the Provincial Veterinary 
Laboratory, All inspections must 
be made-on the owner’s farm. © 


If the symptoms warrant, ma- 
terial will be taken by a specially 
trained inspector!to be forwarded 
to the Animal Diseases Research 
Laboratory, Hull, Quebec. No part 
of a suspected animal must be re- 
moved from the farm except under 
such authority. It must be remém- 
bered thalftot and mouth disease 
will infect all animals in a herd 
and not just one or Wes says Dr. 
Ballantyne. 


Any other information desired 
by owners of suspicious animals we 
would be most glad to assist’ with 
or supply the same.

Symptoms of Foot and 
Mouth Disease. | 

Brief information on symptoms 
may be in order, even though this 
may -mean reptition to much pub- 
licity given ‘to this disease already. 
This disease is confined to cloven- 
footed animals and characterized 
by blisters on mucous membrance 
of the mouth and on the skin be- 
tween the toes and above the hoofs. 
It affects cattle, hogs, sheep, goats, 
‘buffalo and deer. 


In animals affected the temper- 
ature rises 2°to "3 degrees a few 
hours before blisters appear. The 
initial mouth symptoms are those 
of an-acute painful stomatitis, loss 
of , appetite, abundance of saliva, 
smacking of ‘the tongue and grind- 
ing of the teeth. The blisters appear 
on the second day. The smaller 
blisters are thin walled and appear 
in the mucose of lips, cheeks and 
dental pod; the larger are 1 to 2 
inches in -diameter, thick-walled

Late Mrs. Jack Miner Helped 
Form Famous Bird Sanctuary 


HE widow of the late Jack Miner, 
* Canadian naturalist, died at her 
home on the Jack Miner Bird Sanc- 
tuary on December 8, 1951, in her 


. eighty-fourth year. 


Jack Miner was born in Dover Cen- 
ter, Ohio, a suburb of Cleveland, in 
the year 1865 and moved to Canada 
with his parents in 1878. 

On December 23, 1888, he married 
Laona Wigle. They started life to- 
gether on the now world famous 
property known as the Jack Miner 
Bird Sanctuary. The first year of 
their life they lived in a tent on a 
ten-acre plot, where Jack Miner 
started a small brick and drain-tile 
factory, which resulted in the’ exca- 
vations in the earth being turned 
into ponds for the waterfowl. 

In 1896, starting out as a hobby, 
Mr. and Mrs. Jack Miner were the 
first people to import into Canada 
and raise any great number of Eng- 
lish Ring Neck pheasants. Mr. Miner 
liberated at his own expense hun- 
dreds of pheasants in, the vicinity of 
his home, and his was the first pitfte 
in Canada for any area to be weil 
stocked. To make his hobby self- 
supporting he raised and sold thou- 
sands of these pheasants, shipping 
them as far as Denver, Colorado. In 
latter years the chief of the then 
Biological Survey, Washington, D.C., 
told them they had exported more 
pheasants in the U.S.A. than any 
other breeder. : 

In 1904, Mrs. Miner helped her 


of 5,000 people, Back of all this was 
his wife, who acted as his secretary 
and booking agency in arranging the 
lectures, : ~ 
In 1932, as old age crept on, they 
together incorporated what is known 
as The Jack Miner Migratory Bird 
Foundation and to safeguard their 
Sanctuary, Community Park, and 
home for the. benefit of future gen- 
erations they, clear of debt, gave 
their property by deed to this philan- 
thropic organization, which now holds 
the property in trust. Each year 
semi-annually financial appeals are 
made by the Board of Trustees of 
the Jack Miner Foundation to raise 
financial assistance to carry. onthe 
daily—weekly—monthly—yearly ex- 
penses. : Not only for feed for the 
birds but the taxes and labor con- 
nected with keeping the place even 
better than when both founders left 
the place. It takes a fund of ap- 
proximately $30,000 annually. 
Through the co-operation of a 
friend in Elkhart, Indiana, it was 
made possible to erect what is known 
as a sarcophagus on the Sanctuary, 
where both the bodies of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jack Miner have been entomb- 
ed. .The spot is a very secluded spot 
surrounded by Norway spruce, haw; 
thorn and white lilac, where song 
birds including cardinals and cat-

The 1951 contest was the sixth 
conducted by the brewing and malt- 
ing industry. It was initiated in 1946 
with the object of improving stand- 
ards of malting barley. Last year’s 
contest brought a record 1,367 en- 
tries, 520 from Alberta, 467, from 
Manitoba and 380 from Saskatche- 
wan. Only 219 survived for the final 
judging. , 

The disastrous harvest season of 
1950, early snow, and critical short- 
age of cars, preventing many con- 
testants from shipping their entries. 
Each contestant was required to en- 
ter a minimum carlbad of 1,667 bush- 
els of one of four prescribed varieties 
of malting barley. Many contestants, 
particularly in Saskatchewan, couldn’t 
ship because their crop isn’t. yet 
threshed. ear 

Of the six years in.which the con- 
tegt has. been held, Manitoba has won 
the national championship five times, 
Alberta once. ;The year it was won 
by Alberta, there were two competi- 
tions in the contest, one for a car- 
load of commercial malting barley, 
the other for a. minimum 500 bushels 
of seed. Alberta growers won both. 

The Sandy Lake district is on the 
south slope of the Riding Mountains, 
Always a good barley producing area 
the extension service of the Manitoba 
department of agriculture encourag- 
ed it years ago by forming Barley 
Clubs in the district. Of the 14 re- 
gional prizes,in the 1951 contest four 
were won by growers of Sandy Lake. 
‘All four in their earlier days were 
members of one of the. Barley ‘clubs. 

One Manitoba, grower, George 
Elias, Haskett, won the national 
championship twice, in 1946 and 1950. 
In two other years it was won by the 
Bradley family of the Portage Plains, 
once in 1948 by a son and in 1949 
by his father.
